To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  support  of  the  Muggins  Hospital  at 
Wolfeboro,  N.  H. 

Article  17.      To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1  JOO.OO  to  the  Alton-Alton  Bay  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting   the  natural  advantages  and  resources 
of  the  Town. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,963.00  for  the  support  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission.   (By  request) 

Article  19.  To  see  If  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  support  of  the  New  Hampshire  Humane 
Society.   (By  request) 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  current 
National  Fire  Protection  Association's  Life  Safety  Code  101.  This 
code  deals  with  life  safety  from  fire  and  like  emergencies.  It  covers 
construction,  petroleum,  and  occupancy  features  to  minimize  danger 
to  life  from  fire,  smoke,  fumes,  or  panic  before  the  buildings  are 
vacated.  It  specifies  the  number,  size,  and  arrangement  of  exit 
facilities  sufficient  to  permit  prompt  escape  of  occupants  from  build- 
ings or  structures  in  case  of  fire  or  other  conditions  dangerous  to 
life.  However,  private  homes  are  excluded.  This  code  gives  the 
local  authority  the  jurisdiction.

2.  Not  less  than  75'  setback  on  a  lot  of  record  that  Is 
insufficient  drmensionally  but  where  natural  soils  will  provide 
adequate  protection  to  the  surface  water  and  where  no  adjacent  lot 
is  available  for  use. 

3.  Not  less  than  50'  setback  from  a  seasonal  brook  where 
the  channel  elevation  is  not  less  than  the  elevation  of  the  top  of 
the  leaching  component.

ALTON  VOLUNTEER  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Another  successful  year  for  the  service  has  passed  and  we 
wish  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  been  so  generous  with  their 
donations.   Also  to  the  Town  of  Alton  for  their  financial  aid  to  us. 

Our  building,  after  many  hours  of  labor,  is  now  99%  complete 
and  will  be  100%  complete  this  spring.  Many  thanks  to  everyone 
who  have  donated  their  time.  The  Town  of  Alton  has  now  another 
valuable  asset. 

During  the  year  of  1975,  the  ambulance  made  120  emergency 
and  transportation  runs  to  many  of  the  local  hospitals  and  as  far 
away  as  Hanover.    The  ambulance  covered  a  total  of  4,430  miles. 

The  total  number  of  man  hours  on  emergency  runs  was  537  and 
the  man  hours  on  training  and  work  details  is  estimated  at  950  for 
a  total  of  1487  hours.  When  divided  amoung  the  membership,  it 
works  out  to  over  100  hours  per  person.  This  shows  a  lot  of  ded- 
ication from  a  small  group  of  people. 

Again,  I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  the  area  for  their  support 
and  we  are  looking  ahead  to  1976  as  another  year  of  doing  our  little 
bit  to  make  the  Town  of  Alton  a  safe  and  healthy  place  to  live.

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ALTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


This  past  year  the  Alton  area  has  been  consistent  with  the 
rest  of  the  country  In  that  we  have  had  increased  criminal  activity. 
There  were  120  reported  burglaries  in  1975  as  compared  to  87  in 

1974.  There  were  75  reported  larcenies  as  compared  to  55  in  1974. 
Various  criminal  complaints  included  13  drug  cases,  21  juvenile 
cases,  46  vandalism  cases  and  one  homicide  case.  The  total 
accidents  reported  were  down  8  from  last  year,  but  there  was  an 
increase  in  personal  injuries.  Due  to  the  increased  crime  an  excess 
of  400  man  hours  were  used  by  the  officers  for  investigation. 

Several  new  reporting  and  filing  systems  have  been  initiated 
in  the  department  for  greater  efficiency  and  to  facilitate  monthly, 
quarterly  and  yearly  reports. 

Regular  and  Special  Officers  continue  to  attend  training  ses- 
sions at  the  Laconia  Vo-Tech  school  and  at  present  there  is  an 
In-service  Training  Program.  We  are  able  to  utilize  training  films 
from  the  N.  H.  State  Police  Standard  &  Training  School. 

The  second  cruiser  has  been  invaluable  in  enabling  the  de- 
partment to  better  cover  our  large  area,  particularly  during  the  busy 
summer  season. 

On  behalf  of  the  Alton  Police  Department,  I  would  like  to 
extend  thanks  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Sheriff's  Department,  the  N.  H. 
State  Police,  the  Fish  &  Game  Department,  all  Special  Officers 
and  to  all  Alton  residents  for  their  fine  cooperation  during  the  year 

1975,  and  wish  all  a  very  SAFE  Bicentennial  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN   ENGINEER 

Activities  in  1975  in  the  three  catagories  of  the  job  as  Town 
Engineer  include  the  following: 

BUILDING  INSPECTOR  -  189  permits  were  issued  for  a  declared 
value  of  $906,400.  This  represents  a  23%  increase  over  1974  and 
indications  are  that  the  pace  of  construction  in  town  will  continue 
to  increase  in  1976.  Of  the  189  permits,  23  were  for  new  houses 
with  9  of  these  issued  to  people  already  living  in  town. 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  -  The  Health  Department,  aware  of 
sensitivity  of  preserving  the  natural  waters  of  the  town,  prompted 
the  adoption  of  a  health  regulation  for  the  town,  setting  minimum 
standards  for  both  wells  and  sanitary  disposal  systems. 

Monitoring  of  the  lakes  was  carried  out  through  the  summer  and 
into  the  fall.  The  results  indicated  a  low  bacteriological  impact 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  scattered  areas  where  further  work  will 
be  done  to  pinpoint  and  discontinue  the  source.  Cooperation  has 
been  generally  good  to  this  end. 

Repair  or  removal  of  dilapidated  buildings  is  another  problem 
of  the  Health  Department  and  cooperation  in  this  time  has  also 
been  good  to  date. 

ENGINEERING  -  The  prime  project  is  that  of  solid  waste  disposal 
with  continued  research  on  various  methods.  The  land  fill  program 
continues  to  be  the  most  reasonable  for  the  present  time.  Al  least 
17  sites  were  investigated  with  a  report  forwarded  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  what  action  they  wish  to  take. 

The  scope  of  the  area  disignated  in  the  Flood  Plain  has  been 
reduced  generally  to  the  wet  lands.  To  date,  the  only  burden  of 
the  program  has  been  the  investigations  and  paper  work  but  the 
effect  of  limiting  activity  in  the  wet  land  will  be  a  benefit  to  the 
town. 

Pine  Street  drainage  and  surfacing  was  completed,  right  of 
ways  laid  out  at  the  camp  ground,  a  drainage  problem  at  Spring 
Haven  undertaken  and  the  perambulation  &  re-marking  of  the  town 
line  with  New  Durham  was  started. 

A  study  of  mobile  home  and  trailer  parks,  review  work  for  the 
Planning  Board  and  general  liaison  with  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission,  State  and  Federal  agencies  rounded  out  this  activity.

This  legislative  term  so  far  has  been  the  busiest  of  all  my 
legislative  years.  In  January,  I  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House 
by  my  fellow  legislators.  The  last  time  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
came  from  Gilmanton,  was  in  1837,  Mr.  Ira  A.  Eastman.  Along  with 
that  honor,  come  many  responsibilities  of  administrating  the  400 
member  House  of  Representatives. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  productive  year  for  the  New  Hampshire 
Legislature  and  the  State  in  general  as  we  have  taken  many  major 
steps  in  improving  the  operation  of  our  legislature  and  I  am  pleased 
to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  be  part  of  this  progress.  I  feel  that 
the  people  of  the  State  will  be  benefited  by  our  internal  changes. 

During  the  1975  session,  I  sponsored  a  number  of  bills  dealing 
with  a  variety  of  important  subjects,  facing  our  community  and  our 
state. 

Tow  bills  that  were  passed  Into  law  of  particular  interest  to 
our  district.  House  Bill  376  has  authorized  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, through  the  Water  Resources  to  acquire  Shell  Camp  Pond  Dam 
in  Gilmanton  and  appropriates  $42,000  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
dam.  This  was  accomplished  without  draining  the  general  fund  by 
the  appropriation  from  the  special  boat  fund,  from  which  power  boat 
owners  pay  for  the  administration  and  maintenance  of  state  dams 
on  public  waters.  It  is  my  hope  that  construction  can  start  late 
next  summer  or  early  fall.  The  request  for  the  construction  of  this 
dam  had  strong  support  from  the  landowners  around  the  pond  as 
well  as  many  people  within  the  community.  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  them  for  their  support  through  the  legislative 
process.  When  the  construction  of  the  dam  is  complete  it  will 
stablize  the  level  of  the  water  and  provide  for  safer  boating. 

Another  related  bill  that  became  law  in  the  1975  session,  was 
one  that  recognized  that  noise  polution  threatened  some  of  our 
smaller  lakes  and  ponds  within  our  district  as  well  as  the  potential 
damage  from  oil  slicks  from  certain  types  of  boats.  House  Bill 
826  limited  the  use  of  petroleum  powered  motor  boats  with  more 
than  five  horsepower  on  Lougee  Pond  in  Barnstead.  Lougee  Pond's 
forty-five  acres  surrounded  by  a  mile  of  undeveloped  shoreline  is 
just  the  type  of  pond  that  we  would  like  to  preserve  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  fishing  and  canoeing  enthusiasts.  This  Bill  was  introduced 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
and  had  strong  support  by  the  Barnstead  residents. 
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As  always,  not  all  legislation  introduced  passes.  I  am  sorry 
to  say  one  of  my  bills,  which  would  help  prevent  the  increased 
growth  of  algae  on  our  lakes  and  ponds,  was  not  passed  due  to  the 
lack  of  neccessary  funds.  I  feel  so  strongly  about  the  prevention 
of  pollution  in  our  bodies  of  water  throughout  the  state,  that  hope- 
fully I  will  be  able  to  try  again  to  institute  a  strong  program  of 
pollution  control  throughout  the  state  using  the  latest  engineering 
and  chemical  techniques  to  prevent  pollution. 

There  are  many  other  bills  which  are  now  law  that  affect  the 
entire  state  of  New  Hampshire  as  well  as  this  district.  Many  which 
I  think  will  help  to  make  a  better  way  of  life  in  New  Hampshire. 

In  all,  there  were  1374  bills  filed  during  the  regular  session 
of  the  New  Hampshire  General  Court,  which  makes  it  impossible 
to  report  on  all  that  occured  in  this  written  report.  For  this  reason, 
I  am  grateful  for  the  many  opportunities  to  speak  before  civic  and 
private  organizations  within  the  district  as  well  as  students  in  our 
elementary  and  high  schools  to  explain  the  operation  of  the  legis- 
lature and  what  its  decisions  have  been.  I  see  this  as  an  important 
part,  both  in  our  school  system,  and  a  function  of  the  office  I  was 
elected  to  and  look  forward  to  continuing  this  reporting  method  as 
well  as  articles  in  local  newspapers 

STATE    FUNDS 

While  much  of  state  funding  is  intertwined  with  local  and  fed- 
eral government  it  makes  it  almost  impossible  to  sort  out  the  effect 
of  the  state  budget.  However,  through  the  New  Hampshire  sweep- 
stakes program  which  was  established  in  1964,  more  than  $25,000 
was  returned  to  our  district  schools.  During  the  fiscal  year  of  1975, 
the  Alton  school  district  received  $10,266.28,  Barnstead  $8,566.68 
and  Gilmanton  $6,791.05.  While  this  might  represent  a  small  per- 
centage of  total  costs  for  educational  expenses.  It  is  a  good  ap- 
proach to  allow  the  local  government  to  decide  how  they  want  to 
spend  certain  state  funds. 

Other  funds  are  restricted  by  their  use  such  as  the  highway 
funds  which  are  returned  to  this  district  by  the  expenditure  of  cer- 
tain construction.  As  a  direct  result  of  constituent  concern  and 
suggestions,  I  am  pleased  to  report  the  following  highway  projects 
within  the  district  for  FY  1975  and  those  proposed.  In  Alton  -a 
one  mile  betterment  project,  the  Alton-Gilford  town  line,  $50,000 
in  state  funds. 

In  Barnstead  -  Route  28  repairs  to  bridge  at  Garland  Road,  due 
to  damage  by  accident,  $30,000.  Proposed  construction  Route  28 
Pittsfield-Barnstead,  reconstruction  from  end  of  Pittsfield  Bypass 
north  IV:  miles  to  prior  Barnstead  betterment  project.  Proposed  to 
begin  in  1979  -  $1,000,000. 
In  Gilmanton  -  Route  107,  Gilmanton-Belmont,  upgrading  25  foot 
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pavement  and  shoulders  for  1.6  miles  $250,000.  Route  107,  Gilman- 
ton,  betterment  project  to  improve  alignment,  drainage,  base  and 
surface  on  Munsey  Hill,  south  end.  One-half  mile  $25,000.  Route 
107  in  Gilmanton,  surface  repair  1.71  miles  from  Loudon  town  line 
to  Belmont  town  line  $15,000. 

This  list  does  not  include  many  minor  projects  within  the 
district  as  requested  by  your  Representative  as  a  result  of  a  con- 
stitutent  request. 

The  job  of  State  Representative  is  varied  and  not  just  law- 
making, but  includes  responding  to  the  various  requests  and  sug- 
gestions made  by  my  constitutents.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  many 
of  the  people  from  this  district  visited  the  New  Hampshire  Legis- 
lature and  the  Speaker's  Office  and  attended  many  committee  hear- 
ings as  well  as  making  telephone  contacts  asking  for  my  support 
for  a  particular  bill  or  position.  This  is  the  kind  of  citizen  involve- 
ment that  helped  pass  several  pieces  of  legislation  directly  affect- 
ing our  district. 

With  this  In  mind,  I  will  continue  to  be  available  to  all  town 
officials  and  town  agencies  to  explain  new  legislation  or  to  act  as 
a  liaison  between  town  and  state  agencies  on  problems  that  affect 
our  towns  within  the  district.  Your  suggestions  or  opinions,  whether 
they  come  from  town  officials  or  private  citizens,  are  always  helpful 
to  those  in  elected  office.  Your  interests  and  opinions  are  necces- 
sary  if  we  are  to  effectively  represent  you  and  I  look  forward  to 
the  continuing  exchange  of  ideas  that  is  necessary.

THE  HAROLD  GILMAN  HISTORICAL  MUSEUM 

The  Town  Reports  of  the  last  several  years  have  explained 
the  progress  the  Museum  Committee  was  having  to  procure  suitable 
quarters  to  adequately  display  the  artifacts  donated  to  and  accepted 
by  the  Town  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Harold  Gilman. 
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During  1975  the  Museum  committee  lost  two  of  its  members, 
with  the  passing  of  Mrs.  Velna  Proctor  who  served  for  several  years, 
and  the  resigning  of  Mr.  Frank  Dahle  for  health  reasons.  Mr.  Dahle 
was  one  of  the  original  committee  appointed  in  1967.  This  left 
two  vacancies  on  the  committee.  Miss  Anna  Haase  and  Mr.  Charles 
Shields  were  chosen  to  fill  these  vacancies. 

At  the  time  the  last  progress  report  was  made,  the  construction 
of  the  new  building  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Factory  streets  was 
in  progress.  This  was  made  practical  by  a  comparatively  mild 
winter,  yet  there  were  some  delays.  These  delays  and  the  extra 
things  and  expenses  thus  incurred  made  it  evident  that  the  cost 
of  the  construction  was  to  be  more  than  anticipated.  One  consolation 
is  that  the  building  is  complete  except  for  a  few  minor  details. 
But  suitable  cabinets  must  be  obtained  for  proper  display  of  the 
many  items. 

WTth  the  coming  of  late  April  and  early  May,  while  the  finishing 
touches  were  being  put  on  the  new  building,  the  Museum  Committee 
with  some  helpers  spent  hours  packing  the  artifacts  in  cartons  with 
the  aid  of  old  newspapers.  For  although  the  distance  to  the  new 
location  was  not  great,  careful  packing  was  as  necessary  to  insure 
the  safety  of  the  artifacts  as  if  they  were  to  be  moved  miles.  With 
the  building  in  suitable  readiness,  the  moving  of  the  collection 
was  done  by  the  first  of  June. 

At  Labor  Day  time  a  portion  of  the  building  was  roughly  "set 
up"  to  show  some  of  the  artifacts.  The  Museum  was  open  two 
week-ends  and  several  hundred  people,  both  native  and  visitors 
to  Alton,  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  see  what  was 
on  display. 

The  permission  granted  by  the  Superior  Court  to  sell  the  Harold 
Gilman  property  also  included  the  selling  of  duplicate  artifacts. 
So  it  was  decided  to  have  an  auction  and  the  date  set  was  Sunday, 
October  26th,  and  the  place,  the  school  gymnasium.  A  tidy  sum 
was  realized  which  will  aid  in  covering  some  of  the  additional  costs 
of  the  construction  of  the  building  as  well  as  for  some  display 
cases.  Since  the  auction,  efforts  have  been  and  are  being  made  to 
get  some  professional  advice  on  "setting  up"  and  arranging  the 
Museum.  This  the  committee  hopes  can  materialize  such  that  1976 
will  see  the  Museum  open  on  some  schedule  that  the  contents  may 
be  viewed  by  all.  In  this  way,  the  wishes  of  the  late  Harold  Gilman 
will  be  completed.

The  facilities  of  the  Alton-Alton  Bay  Chamber  of  Commerce  In- 
formation Booth  have  been  available  to  the  Townspeople,  vacation- 
ers and  transients  for  19  summers. 

It  was  first  opened  in  June  of  1957  on  an  experimental  basis  using 
volunteer  attendants. 

It  was  obvious,  judging  by  the  number  of  people  who  stopped,  that 
an  Information  Booth  would  be  a  worthwhile  project  for  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  providing  information,  brochures,  maps  etc.  for  the 
area,    the    State    of    New    Hampshire    and    other   places. 

The  number  of  people  who  visit  the  Information  Booth  has  increased 
tremendously  over  the  years. 

Each  week  a  report  is  made  to  the  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development  in  Concord  on  forms  furnished  by  them. 
Listed  on  the  reports  is  every  state  in  the  United  States,  Hawaii, 
Alaska,    the    Provinces    of    Canada   and    many   foreign   countries. 

We  are  told  by  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment that  ours  is  one  of  the  key  Information  Booths  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire. 

The  activity  schedules  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  are  used  by  Townspeople  and  vacationers  to  learn  what 
events  are  planned  for  the  summer. 

Each  year  10,000  flyers  and  75  posters  are  distributed  in  Alton  and 
surrounding  towns.  The  cost  of  printing  the  schedules  has  doubled 
in  the  14  years  of  distribution. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  membership  dues  because 
additional  funds  are  necessary  if  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  to 
continue  to  offer  activity  schedules  and  entertainment  for  the  area 
during  the  summer  season. 

The  Alton-Alton  Bay   Chamber   of    Commerce   continues    In    its 
efforts  to  provide  amusement  for  the  area. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  find  people  who  have  the  time  during  the 
summer  to  assist  with  the  events,  consequently  the  success  of  the 
activity  becomes   the  responsibility   of  a  small   group  of   people. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce   is  most  grateful  to  the   Alton     Police 
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Department    and    others   for   their   cooperation   on    many   occasions. 

Our  appreciation  to  the  Townspeople  and  non-members  for  their 
assistance  during  many  of  the  events.

ALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  year  past,  although  our  total  number  of  alarms  answered 
showed  quite  an  increase  over  last  year  (approx.  30%)  and  the  total 
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value  of  buildings  involved  were  a  very  few  thousand  dollars  less 
(6%  approx.)  a  very  marked  decrease  In  the  amount  of  loss  Is  evi- 
dent. This  also  applies  to  the  value  of  contents  involved  and  the 
loss  of  contents. 

This  marked  savings  to  property  is  directly  related  to  several 
facts  both  tangible  and  intangible.  The  first  is  the  continued  use 
and  expansion  of  training,  going  hand  in  hand  with  never  ending 
practice  to  upgrade  the  skill  in  the  use  of  the  equipment  and  tools 
so  vital  to  successful  fire  suppression.  Trailing  right  in  back  of 
this  is  the  obvious  increase  of  interest  of  the  fire-fighters  as  they 
become  more  skilled. 

Fire  suppression  alone  is  not  where  the  job  stops,  about  1/3  of 
the  Dept.  calls  this  past  year  were  for  incidents  other  than  fire, 
including  rescues,  drownings  and  lost  persons.  (See  breakdown  of 
calls).  Another  very  important  factor  is  the  short  loss  of  time  from 
alarm  to  response  of  the  first  piece  of  equipment  and  men.  One 
other  very  important  and  large  contribution  to  the  success  of  the 
Dept.  is  the  continuing  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  membership 
in  volunteer  activities  to  improve  the  department  and  help  defray 
the  costs  with  labor,  fund  raising,  attendance  at  meetings,  etc. 
All  with  the  aim  of  having  a  better  and  more  efficient  Dept.  with 
which  they  can  better  serve  the  Town  of  Alton. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  and  the  thanks  of  the 
members  of  the  Dept.  to  all  Town  Departments  for  their  cooperation 
and  assistance  when  called  upon  and  a  special  note  of  thanks  to 
the  Alton  Police  Dept,  for  a  special  effort  to  understand  and  assist 
us  whenever  possible,  to  make  our  job  less  difficult.
